of “massiv e resistance,” integ ra­ 
tion is so far g oing .ahead at a 
snail a pace in Virg inia. Around 50 
Neg ro students were “ integ rated” 
in the past school y ear. 
“ At the rate we're g oing now it 
Will he the y ear 2000 before we hav e 
Integ ration in Virg inia.” say s Oli­ 
v er W. Hill, chairman of the leg al 
redress committee of the Virg inia 
State Conference of the National 
Association for the Adv ancement 
of Colored People. 
Unless there s some b;g chang e 
In the way courts are deciding 
cases in Virg inia he ex pects in­ 
teg ration will continue to creep — 
or even edg e backward — as Neg ro 
families become discourag ed. 
Members of the Defenders of 
State Sov ereig nty and Indiv idual 
Liberties are just as determined as 
ev er to hold the line ag ainst in­ 
teg ration. They fig ure they ’re g o­ 
ing to g ain streng th, not lose it, 
as time g oes on. 
Thus the battle lines are formed 
for the four battles: 
Situation One — Prince Edward 
County , in the deep south of Vir­ 
g inia, where the County Board of 
Superv isors has just decided to 
vote no hinds for the schools this 
fall to keep them from being inte 
g rated. The NAACP plans a suit 
this autumn to challeng e the. clos­ 
ing of these schools. 
Basis of the challeng e: the State 
Constitution say s 
Virg inia shall 
maintain

schools. The NAACP arg ues the 
county is an arm of the state, 
therefore must maintain schools 
The Prince Edwardians — who 
are org anizing seg reg ated priv ate 
schools — will fig ht this out in 
the courts.

Situation Three — Charlottes­ 
ville, in central Virg inia, where 
a g roup of priv ate white citizens 
are already building a $300,000 
campus of brick school bulld;ng s 
scheduled to he completed in Sep­ 
tember. They 'v e already receiv ed 
applications from around 225 white 
elementary students and 450 hig h 
school students for the fall term. 
This elementary school and acad­ 
emy are not intended as temporary 
stop-g ap measures, but as perma­ 
nent schools that would operate on 
the State-authorized tuition g rants 
of slig htly less than $250 per pupil 
av ailable to Charlottesv ille children 
who do not wish to attend public 
•chools. 
If successful, this school could 
be the forerunner of a series of 
priv ate schools that would compete 
with the State school sy stem.
